: DRIVERS REVOLT, GROWS.

Forty-eight hours were given the railroad 
managers yesterday to reapond to the de- 
mands of the freight handiens for higher 
wages. In case @atisfaction ig refused, the 
union stands ready to ptecipitate what 
threatens to be the second great labor strug- | 
gle in point pf numbers involved of the year. 

The freight handlers say they have 5,000 | 
men in their union in Chicago. Thisis nearly | 
twice as many workers as were involved 
in the teamsters’ strike. Should the truck- 
men go out, the effect of their struggle would 
be similar to that of the drivers. It would 
strike directly at the commerce of the city. 

An ultimatum to thip effect was prepared 
at a big massmeeting of freight yard em- 
ployés which overflowed Wosta’s hall at 122 
West Lake street. It will be delivered this 


} morning to the railroads entering Chicago 


by President P. J. Flannery and the execu- 
tive committe of the international union. 

The railroad officials generally are pre- 
pared to refuse td aceele to the union de- 
mands, ag they have done for three months 
although some of the general managers last 
night indicated that they would be willing 
to hold another conference, ‘with the union 
committee. 


Strings to the ‘Ultimatum. 

- In spite of its definite provisions the ulti- 
matum is not so arbitrary as declared by the 
officers of the union. Several strings are 
attached which render the danger ofa strike 
less imminent. President Flannery said that 
it would be necessary for the members, in any 
event, to take another Vote before a walkout 
is ordered. It is proposed to dd this as soon 
as the answers are received from the rail- 
road managers. “* 

The freight handlers say they will be sat- 
isfied if the railroad officials agree to arbi- 
trate the dispute or even if they consent to 
another conference. The demands amount to 
an average increase of 10 per cent in the 
pay of the truckers, stevedores, and yard 
men, Only jupon the absolute refusal of the 
roads to consider the demands will the strike 
become a certainty. | 

Should a walkout be ordered-before the 
end of the week the union leaders declare that 
5,000 employés hired by twenty-two of the 
twenty-four main ling roads entering Chi- 
cago will quit work. e two roads excepted

Discount Claims of Union. 

Ratiway officials say that the union officials 
make too great claims for their organiza- 
tion, In all the freight yards of Chicago, they 
assert, there are less than 4,500 employés, 
not more than half of whom are members 
of the union. The railroad offictals believe 
that many employés would refuse to obey a 
walkout order and that, consequently, the 
struggle would be short lived. They also de- 
clare that the freight handlers will not have 


6. | the sympathy of the teamsters, which proved 


to be of great assistance in prolonging the 
last strike of the union in 1902, 

The freight handlers are said to be organ- 
ized most thoroughly on the Illinois Cen- 
tral, and a strike probably would be directed 
principally against th's road. 


Men Eager for Strike. 

The enthusiasm in favor of a strike proved 
stronger than had been expected at the mass- 
meeting. It was estimated that 2,000 men 
turned out for the me¢ting, Many of whom 
were unable to secure admittance to the hall. 

The leaders took turns at denouncing the 
railroads for their failure to pay a “living 
wage’ to their employés,'and responsive 
bursts of cheering followed é6ach attack. 

Joseph F. O'Neil, recently a candidate for 
the presidency of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor, presided. President. Flannery re- 
ported that negotiations with’the railroad of- 
ficials had got no further than a single con- 
ference which had been unsatisfactory. He 
did not advise an immediate strike. 

The September meeting of the Railway 
Managers’ association is scheduled for next 
week, but there is a probability that the offi- 
clals will be- called together earlier in view 
of the threatening developments. 

‘‘ Speaking for the lilinois Central road,’ 
said Vice President J. T, Harahan, “I would 
say that the officials are always ready to 
grant a conference to the employés. At the 
one conference held we notified them that 
we could. not concede their demands.”’ 


‘Teamsters’ Secession Makes Progress. 
Another important labor development of 
the day was the practical secession of néarly 
‘4,000 teamsters in Chicago from the ie. 
The 
three strong locals of ice teamsters, van 
drivera, and brick, tile, and’ terra cotta team- 
sters took action at their meetings which 
‘virtually separated them ‘from President 
‘Shea's organization. Other locals, including 
‘the big truck drivers’ union, the coal drivers, 
and the packing house teamsters stuck with 
ge defection of the three locals is believed 
to forecast a general secession movement in 
Chicago. The anti-Shea leaders claimed 
last night that a dozen other unions of 
drivers in the city are waiting only for the 
signal to revolt. Thig action is a direct 
the Chicago strike and the 
high handed tactics of Shea and his friends 
in the Philadelphia convention. 
In each of the teamsters’ meetings in the 
afternoon the four propositions submitted 
in the “circular of protest” prepared by 
anti-Shea leaders were acted upon. The 
locals repudiated the Philadelphia conven- 
tion, voted to withhold financial support 
from Shea and the executive board, and de- 
clared in favor of a referendum pian. The 
secession action halted here, the proposal to 
appoint @ committee to asbsume temporary 
control of the revolters: being left open until 
the movement assumes: larger scope, 

The seceders accomplished their purpose 
through a steering committee, of which John 
Sheridan, business agent of the ice team- 
sters, was the chairman. Sheridan attended 
all of the meetings and outlined the program. 
He was received with cheers.

Two Lads Stabbed to Death Al- 
most in Sight of Parents.

Each Boy Playing Near Home, Runs

Jackson county farmers of Sand Ridge and 
Hickory Ridge have organized a posse to 
search the country for the murderer or mur- 
derers of Heber Wortham, 7 years old, and 
Virgil Eldron Clutts, 9 years, both of whom 
have been killed in the last ten days under 
circumstances so uncanhy and horrifying 
as to suggest some grewsome tale by Conan 
Doyle or Edgar Allan Poe. 

That an escaped maniac is roaming the 
woods and committing these murders is one 
theory, and many farmers assert they have 
seen such a man in the neighborhood. 

In neither case was there any evidence of 
human agency or clew to the secret of the 
child’s death: Heber Wortham was killed 
in broad daylight, within sight of his mother 
and sisters, and died at his mother’s feet. 

Mrs. Wortham declares that just before 
her son fell she heard the sound of a shot, 
but the boy’s wound unmistakably -is that 
caused by a Knife, not a’bullet. 

Virgil Clutts, playing in a pasture near 
home, ran suddenly to his mother, his hand 
over his heart, and blood staining his waist. 
In two minutes hé was dead. No one was 
near him the moment before, when his moth- 
er noticed him at play. 


Wounds Made by Knife Blade. 
The only agency which might be supposed 
to cause death was a barlow knife, held in 
the hand. The parents dre inclined to the 
belief that the child may have fallen on 
this blade, stabbing himself to the heart, 


and the father of the boy says, whereas he 


saw no blood on the blade at first, a closer 
and later scrutiny disclosed slight traces of 
blood. 

In the pasture adjoining the home, the sum- 
mit of Hickory Ridge, Mrs. Wortham re- 
enacted as far ag s’\e could the tragedy of 
last Tuesday. The :20therly grief stricken 


woman knelt on the ground to show the posi- | 


tion in which she saw the boy alive. Heber’s 
two little sisters took the positions which 
they occupied when their brother was so 
mysteriously stricken, 

Mrs. Wortham’s voice trembled as she told 
what happened that fateful night, and indi- 
cating a point.a few feet to the left, said: 

Heber was standing there. I was at the 
pasture gate and the two little girls were 
near me. Hunters had beén.in the woodsand 
fields all afternoon, and there had been a 
good deal of shooting, but some time before 
the children entered the pasture this had 
ceased. 7 

Woman Hears Shot. 

“While I was watching Heber I heard a 
shot. I cannot tell whethér it came from the 
woods on the north or the cornfield on the 
west. Almost at the same instant I saw 
Heber turn half way around and stumbie 
towards the north, [I heard him cry, “O 
mamma.’ Then he sank to his knees, in the 
same position laminnow. I saw blood com- 
ing from a wound in his chest. I was about 
to pick him up when his father came and car- 
riefi him to the house. My husband was at- 
tracted by my screams. Heber never was 
able to speak after we took him home.”’ 

In each case the stab wound was clean cut 
and exactly over the heart. In neither case 
does the family know any enemy that might 
seek this method of revenge for a real or 
fancied wrong. 

The bodies of the boys will be disinterred 
and an autopsy performed to ascertain what 
kind of an instrument made the wounds. 


Footprints Are Seen in Woods. 

Sheriff John R. Thorpe says there is noth- 
ing for him to do. In thé woods that skirt 
the Wortham pasture were two footprints 
close together. and deeply indented as if 
some one had stood a long time. The brush 
is beaten down. 

“If the boy was not shot by an enemy,” 
says the coroner, “ not revenge but perver- 
sion led to it; Here is where the perversion 
comes in. Perhaps the man has an frresist- 
idle impulse to kill children. Perhaps in his 
cunning he has invented something new in 
the shape of a combination bullet and blade, 
and his zeal as an ihventor prompted him to 
try this missile on living targets.” 


AMERICANLEGATIONIN PERIL | PUTS A CHECK ON DIVORCE. 


Battle at Tangier Causes Minister 
to Flee for Safety, 


PANIC SEIZES ENTIRE CITY. 


Foreign Residents, Fearing Clash in 
Streets, Board Ships.

TANGIER, Sept. 10.—Samuel R. Gum- 
mere, the American minister to Morocco, was 
compelled to abandon the legation in the 
suburbs of Tangier today and take refuge in 
the heart of the city owing to the battle be- 
tween the insurgent tribesmen and the force 
under Raisuli, the former bandit chief. 

The battle, which began Saturday morning, 
continued through the day, the firing being 
so close to the outskirts of the city that the 
entire population is panic stricken. 

All foreign legations have been closed, the 
ministers coming into the city with their 
families. Many of the foreigners are taking 
refuge in shipping in the harbor. 


Fear Clash Inside City. 

There is general fear that the rebels will 
force their way into the city and that the 
fighting will be transferred to the streets. 

Raisuli has summoned all his followers to 
his aid. He has 6500 Moorish cavalry under 
his orders and four companies of Moorish in- 
fantry. 

The city is crowded with thousands of 
refugees from the surrounding districts, 

The Moroccan authorities admit their 
inability to protect lives and property of 
foreigners except within the walls of the city. 

The rebel tribesmen are the Angeras and 
they number several thousand well armed, 
mounted men. 


Three Villages Raided. 

Early in the present month the Angeras 
raided three villages under Raisuli’s author- 
ity near Tangier, driving off large herds of 
cattle and sheep, a portion of which was the 
property of Europeans. Raisuli collected a 
band of his followers and started in pursuit, 
and in several skirmishes that ensued sev- 
eral men on both sides’ were killed or 
wounded. 

At the same time the rebels burned Seinat, 
where Raisull has established his headquar- 
ters, a day’s march from Tangier. 

Raisulil’s mother was taken prisoner, and 
her fate. is not known, 


Sultan Sends Troops. 

Couriers. were at once dispatched to Fez 
with intelligence of the uprising and. the 
sultan was urged to send troops to put down 
the rebellion. 

The troops arrived yesterday, having been 
seven days on the road. They are quartered 
within the walls of the city and so far have 
not taken any part in the fighting, 

The danger in the situation lies in the fact 
that the sultan’s troops refuse to assist 
Raisuli in his efforts to defeat the rebels. It 
is claimed that the sultan has dismissed 
Raisuli, whom he recently appointed gov- 
ernor of the roads between Tangier and Fez. 

It is believed that the English and French 
governments will send warships to Tangier 
at once.

Bishops Unanimous for Action but 
Laymen Almont Defeat It.

man owing obedience to the church of Eng- 


land in Canada hereafter can solemnize a 
marriage between ohne divorced person and 
another as long as the other party to the 
divorce is living. 

This was the decision reached last night by 
the general synod of the dominion of Canada, 
representing every diocese and part of the 
country from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and 
from the American boundary to the arctic 
ocean. 

Bishops Uranimous on Subject. 

The bishops were unanimous on the sub- 
ject, nineteen of them being present. Only 
eight of the clergy opposed it. But the laity 
almost defeated it, the majority of the canon 
lay votes being only nihe. The Canadian 
branch of the Anglican church is the first in 
the world to take this action. 

A strong fight was waged all day in the 
synod for permission ngw for the marriage of 
the innocent party to a divorce on the ground 
of justice. The convincing argument the 
other way was the facility with which Cana- 
dians obtain divorces and then remarry here 
and also the number of divorced Americans 
who come to Canada to be married.

Mobile (Ala.) Adventurers Accept 
Flattering Offers and Spend Three 
Years in the Wilds of Africa. 


Mobile, Ala., Sept. 10.—(Special. ]—William 
Hilburn, a former resident of this city, ar- 
rived here today after three adventurous 
years spent in the wilds of Africa, with six- 
teen others, in response to glowing offers by 
agents of a construction company building 
the Cape to Cairo railroad.

LEGES FOR

‘That It Will Affront American In- 
terests — Declare That Island Re- 
public Should Show Preferment to 
Her Protector. | 
HAVANA, Sept. 10.—Because it is feared 
that American interests will be affronted, 
commercial and economic associations de- 
nounce the privileges granted Great Britain 


in the treaty now pending before the Cuban 
senate. Asked for advice by the committee 


'on foreign relations, two of the most im- 


portant trade sotieties on the island declared 
emphatically against the document’s ratl- 
fication. | 

The principal reason given is that Cuba's 
commercial interests are too inevitably 
ground to her great customer, the United 
States, to permit granting for ten years such 
privileges to British ships and citizens as 
those named in the treaty. Another reason 
given is that the adoption of the treaty would 


allow privileges to British warships as well 


as merchantmen, not warranted by the rela- 
tions between Cuba and Great Britain and not 
permissible in view of the relations between 
Cuba and the United States. 

The latter reason is considered the most 
potent on account of the suspicion that the 
treaty, while ostensibly one of commerce, 
navigation, and amity, would in reality give 
to British warships greater privileges in 
Cuban po 
States b cession of two naval! stations. 


America Opposes Treaty. 
The treaty was signed in May last after 
the definite favored nation clause had been 


eliminated in consequence of representations | 


made by Mr. Squiers, the American minister. 
The United States gevernment, on receipt 
of a report regarding the alleged objection- 
able features, hade a peremptory representa- 
tion against the treaty. 

A copy of the treaty was then sent to Wash- 
ington, since which time, according to a 
statement by Secretary of State O Farrill, 
the United States government haa ceased 
its representations regarding it. It is known, 
however, that in Washington the treaty is 
regarded as inimical to the interesis of the 
United States, not perhaps in a commercial 
sense, because it does not contain any tariff 
concessions, but in the broader political sig- 
nificance of allowing British warships equal 
rights in Cuban ports with those of Cuban 
warships, thus giving to Great Britain great- 


| er privileges than those granted to the United 


States. 

The senate committee, to which the treaty 
was referred, confided it first to the Havana 
chamber of commerce and afterward to the 
Central Economic association. 

The former reported to the effect that while 
the privileges and immunities granted ap- 
peared to be mutual they did not confer any 
real benefits on Cuba, which had few mer- 
eantile ships and no warships, while the 
extension of her shipping might be hampered 
by granting equal privileges to British ships. 


Undue Partiality to Britons. 

The chamber emphatically advised that 
Cuba do not concede’ that in cases of stress 
of weather or of accident both British mer- 
ehant and British warships shall have the 
right to “‘abastercerse and partrecharso,”’ 
Spanish words signifying respectively to sup- 
ply with provisions and with war supplies 
and munitions. : 

The chamber considered this to be inimical 
to Cuban interests, especially as no reserva- 


| tion was made respecting the laws of inter- 


national neutrality. The chamber also con- 
sidered that it was unwise to conclude such 
a treaty with an oversea power while no 
such treaty existed with the United States, 
especially when changés in the reciprocity 
treaty are advocated, which may include 
provisions for special reciprocal tariff priv- 
lleges regarding goeds carried in American 
and Cuban ships. 

The other association has not yet submitted 
its formal report, but it strongly holds that 
the treaty is inimical to the interests of Cuba 
and the United States. 

Secretary of. State. O’Farrill, on the con- 
trary, declares that the treaty contains noth- 
ing inimical to the interests of the United 
States under any circumstances, and some 
Other persons who are close to the govern- 
ment assert that suspicion regarding the 
treaty is unwarranted. 


DIVES IN LAKE THREE TIMES 
IN VAIN EFFORT TO SAVE MAN. 


Samuel Deisert, a Sailor from U. 8S. S. 
Dorothea, Gropes Along Bottom to 
Find Body, Which Later Is Recovered 


Leaping into the water from the yawl of 
the United States training ship Dorothea, 
Samuel Deisert, a sailor, made three heroic 
but unsuccessful attempts to rescue a man 
who had fallen into the lake last night. The 
body of the man was recovered an hour later 
by the life saving crew. It was taken to 
Jordan’s undertaking rooms in Madison 
street, and is as yet unidentified. 

The accident occurred shortly after 9 
o'clock and the man’s cry for help was heard 
by Detsert and two companions, who were 
going ashore from the Dorothea. They 
rowed to the place, which is an archway be- 
tween the Argo club and the Columbia Yacht 
club. Deisert plunged in and three times 
groped along the bottom of the lake, but was 
unable to find the man. 

When the life saving crew recovered the 
body a physician was called, but he pro- 
nounced the man dead and said there were no 
marks of violence on the body. The man 
was 28 years old, 5 feet 8 inches tall, and 
weighed 160 pounds. In his hat were the 
initials, ‘‘G. N, F.’’ 

A report that two men were seen running 
away from the scene of the drowning caused 
a story that a murder had been committed, 
but several witnesses said they had seen the 
man accidentally fall into the water.

“Vag” Warrants to Be Discussed. 

Another matter which will receive atten- 
tion from the jury will be the possibility of 
lessening crime by the vagrancy warrants 
lately placed in the hands of all policemen 
by Chief Collins. This action by the chief 
was taken after a conference with Mr. Healy, 
and it is known that the two departments are 
working in harmony along that line.

*blind,’ and. the game is played from both 
ends. Both help wanted’ and ‘ 
wanted’ ads are inserted. From the latter 
they glean a harvest of names and addresses 


of men and women who want work. These

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YIELD OF GOLD IS GREATER 
IN 1904 THAN PREVIOUS YEAR. 


Increase in Output of United States 
Amounts to $7,131,500, with Cali- 
fornia Leading. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.—Director Rob- 
erts of the mint today in hig estimate of the 
production of gold and silver in the United 
States for 1904 declared the increased pro- 


"duction over the calendar year 1903 of $7,- 


181,500 gold and 3,486,000 fine ounces of silver. 

The largest gold gain was by Califorria, 
which yielded about $3,000,000 more than in 
1903, and a larger amount than ih any year 
since the '60s. 

“This gain,”’ the director says, ‘“‘ came 
chiefly from dredge operations, and a further 
gain is expected during the current year and 
for some years tocome. The California state 
mining bureau estimates the possible output 
of the dredges at $7,000,000 a year for thirty 
years. 

“ Colorado shows an increase of nearly 
$2.000,000 gold and 1,300,000 ounces of silvér; 
Alaska a gain of $700,000 gold; Montana a 
gain of 2,000,000 ounces of silver; Utah a gain 
of 1,300,000 ounces of silver; Idahbd a gain of 
1,300,000 ounces of silver.” 

The amount of gold mined was 3,904,986 
ounces, and the commercial valué of the sil- 
ver produced was $33,515,938, making the 
total value of the two metals $114,239,138. 


SIEGEL OPENS BOSTON STORE. 


New Department House Is One of the 
Largest in the Massachusetts 
City.

Boston, Mass., Sept. 10,—[Speécial.]—The 
new store of Henry Siegel & Co. will be 
opened tomorrow. 

The new edifice is one of the largest of its 
kind ‘in Boston, with a frontage of 200 feet 
on Washington street, 240 feet on Essex 
street, 196 feet on Harrison avenue, and 230 
feet on Hayward place, covering practically 
an entire square. The building is seven 
stories high, with basement and subbase- 
ment, each floor having an aréa of 50,000 
square feet. 

The exterior of the building Is of cream ¢ol- 
ored brick, with large, square pillars of gran- 
ite extending up to the second floor.

Russia will pay the interest on 
its debt regulary, but to do so will be a 
severe strain upon the people. There will 
be no attempt to decrease it. Doubtless it 
will be increased, A navy has to be cre-. 
ated. The wear and tear of railways due 
to the war must be made good. 

The internal loans of Japan represent 
money borrowed from its own people— 
money which had been largely employed in 
their trade and manufactures. The welfare 
of Japan will be greatly promoted if that 
money ean be returned speedily whence it 
eame, There is no immediate prospect of 
that. ‘Japan has on hand nearly all the pro- 
ceeds of the last foreign loan of $150,000,000, 
but there are many uses for the money. 
More battleships have to be procured. 
There is need of new field pieces and 
‘rifles for the army. The railroads must 
be re-equipped, Port Arthur and Dalny 
have to be rehabilitated. It will even be 
| impossible at once to reduce the heavy 
war taxes which are a grievous burden 
upon the industries of Japan. That na- 
tion cannot lay aside all thoughts of fu- 
ture war, as the United States did after 
the civil war was over, and devote itself 
exclusively to production. Japan must 
keep itself always ready for war. That 
is a drain on the resources of a poor coun- 
try. 

In view of the present indebtedness of 
Japan‘ and Russia and the comparative 
poverty of their peoples, it is not surpris- 
ing that the money lenders of the world 
were averse to a continuance of the war. 
‘They foresaw the time when, if it went 
on, it would be difficult to persuade can- 
tious investors to buy the securities of 
those countries.. 


THE TAGGART DIVORCE CASE. 

There is cause for congratulation that 
at last we are nearing the close of the un- 
savory details in the Taggart divorce case. 
Why these details should have been spread 
out at such length in some newspapers, and 
why the parties in the case should have en- 
joyed so much publicity, ig alike strange. 
They are not conspicuous in society, nor are , 
they distinguished for intellectual attain- 
ments, or even for wealth, which nowadays 
entails*publicity for its possessors whether 
they wish it or not. They have not been 
honored at home, nor are they known 
abroad. The sole reason for the undue at- 
tention paid to their domestic troubles ap- 
pears to be that Maj. Taggart is in the army 
and that Mrs. Taggart is supposed to repre- 
sent a certain kind of young woman of 
whom, fortunately, there are few, especial- 
ly in army cireles. But even if this case has |}. 
been given publicity because Maj. Taggart 
belongs to the army, that-ig- not sufficient 
reason, for it is unlikely that he will remain 
long in the army afier this case is concluded, 
and Mrs,.Paggart will net be accepted as 
fairly representing army women by those 
who ‘Know what the professional and moral 
standards of the army are and what conduct 
unbecoming a soldier or a soldier’s* wife 
means. There are good and bad men in the 
army and out of it, and there are queer wom- 
en associated with every rank and callingin 
life. The army is no worse in this respect 
than any other calling. The Taggart case 
is not a reflection upon the morale of the 
army, but upon the conduct of a man and 
woman who should be disconnected with 
the army as soon as possible. 

Another strange thing about the Taggart 
case is that it has “ dragged its slow length 


along ” week after week in the newspapers, | 


and that not one in twenty who listlessly 
look over the headlines know what it is all 
about, except that it is some kind of do- 
mestic infelicity in the army, where domes- 
tic infelicities are rare. Comparatively few 
even know whois plaintiff and who is de- 
fendant, or what they are fighting about. 
As a matter of fact, it is also strange why 
they should be fighting at all and why they 
should not be mutually glad to be separated. 
As for the custody of the children, neither 
party is fit to have them. They ought to 
be sent to an orphan asylum where they 
could have preper care and know less about 
their parents’-actions at drinking bouts. 
The prominence given to this case in the 
newspapers shows the dearth of good news, 
It also shows the p®ovincial character ot: 
some American newspapers. The world 
ought not, and probably does not, care much 
whether Mr. and Mrs. Taggart live to- 
gether or not; whether they drank more than 
was good for them or not; whether they 
were chaste or unchaste. If the world con- 
cerned itself with every case of domestic 
infelicity that gets into the courts and with 
every public disclosure or private exploiting 
of marital orgies, it would have little time 
left for regular business... The parties in 
such cases must occupy high positions to 
arouse eyen a languid interest in their con- 
nubial irregularities. Wxeept as the Tag- 
gart case may be regarded as reflecting upon 
the army there is no reason why it should 
be reported at all, and so far as it is in- 


tended to do that, it is manifestly cruel and | 


unjust. 


PRESIDENT PALMA RENOMINATED. 

President Palma of Cuba has been unani- 
mously renominated by the moderate party 
for a second term. A few days ago Presi- 
dent Palma gave out an. interview in which | 
he declared he would like nothing so well 
as to retire to the ease and felicity of private 
life. The responsibilities and labors of pub- 
lic office, he assured his people, had lost 
their charms for him. Meantime, accord- 
ing to report, he was assiduously and ener- 
getically pulling every wire within reach to 
increase his chances of reélection. The 
moderate party of Cuba has done as Ameri- 
can parties have often done under similar 
circumstances. It has taken the modest 
candidate, not at what he said, but at what 
he meant. * 

During the almost three and a half years 
since Mr. Palma was inaugurated as the 
first president of the republic of Cuba that 
island has enjoyed better government than 
has ever been the lot of any Spanish-Ameri- 
can country except Mexico under Diaz. 
The people have had a large measure 
of personal liberty. When Cuba was 
given up by Spain it had 904 primary 
schools; now it has 3,605. Taxation h-~ 
been comparatively light.

Max Nordau, in his recent novel entitled 
“ Morganatic,’’ has evidently sought inspira- 
tion in the extraordinary story of the mor- 
ganatic wife of the late Prince Leopold of 
Saxe-Coburg, whose son, Baron Francis Rut- 
tenstein, has been quite a frequent visitor to 
this country. The baron sometimes when in 
Paris has been styled “ Prince Francis of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha,” and there are 
many who insist that he is entitled to the 
designation. Nordau’s novel is almost iden- 
- tically the.story of the baron’s mother, Her 
name was Constance Geiger, and she was 
the only child of a Viennese Hebrew profes- 
sor of music, a man who considered that he 
had attained the highest pinnacle of fame 
and fortune when he was selected to instill 
the rudiments of the pianoforte into the 
dull brain and unmusical ears of certain of 
the archdukes and archduchesses of the im- 
perial family. Constance at an early age 
developed signs of extraordinary talent for 
the plano, and soon came to be regarded in 
the light of an infant phenomenon, and as 
such was occasionally asked to play in the 
presence of the court. 

On the death of the proféssor his widow 
opened a dressmaker’s shop, her talented 
daughter occupying the post of head sales- 
One of the 
Widow Geiger’s principal customers was the 
wife of old Haupt, then proprietor of the 
Goldenes Lamm hotel, at that time noted for 
the excellence of its cuisine, Prince Leopold 
of Saxe-Coburg, an entPusiast on the subject 
of music, used frequently to dine there, and 
would enter into conversation with the jovial 
landlord concerning his favorite theme. 

~- 


It was during one of these discussions that 
Herr Haupt found occasion to mention the 
name of Constance Gelger, and to interest 
the prince in her welfare. 

Notwithstanding the difference in their 
rank and social standing, the pririce became 
a frequent visitor at the Geiger house and 
shop, and finally in the autumn of 1861 all 
Viennese society was startled out of its 
senses by the announcement that the popular 
and chivalrous Prince Leopold (had ¢on- 
tracted a marriage with the dressmaker's 
daughter and saleswoman. The dismay of 
his royal and imperial relatives was increased 
by the discovery that instead of marying her 
morganatically (as his brother, King Ferdi- 
nand of Portugal, wedded a few years later 
tthe American born dan®euse, Elise Hensler 
of Boston, now Countess Edla), he had mar- 
ried her with his right hand, before the altar 
of the famous old Schottenkirche, where the 
ceremony was performed by the Cardinal! 
Prince Archbishop Rauscher himself. Prince 
Leopold’s explanation of this was to the 
effect that he had no right or power to form 
a morganatic alliance, since his mother, the 
heiress of Prince Kohary, was merely a Hun- 
garian noblewoman, and:therefore not en- 
titled to mate on a footing of equality with 
the reigning houses. While, strictly speak- 
ing, this theory was logical and valid in the 
eyes of the law, it was of course bitterly 
contested by his rélatives, especially by his 
brother Ferdinand, king consort of Portugal, 
grandfather of the present king; by his other 
brother, Augustus, married. to Princess 
Clementine of Orleans, and father of Prince 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria; by his brother-in- 
law,,the duke of Nemours; as wéll as by his 
first cousin, the late prince consort of Great 
Britain, and the latter’s wife, Queen Vic- 
toria. 

In deference to the wishes of the family 
Prince Leopold's bride refrained during the 
lifetime of her husband from making public 
use of the title of “ princess,” and contented 
herself with that of Baroness Ruttenstein, 
conferred upon her by the ill fated King 
Louis of Bavaria, although those who fre- 
quented her salons in Paris were accustomed 
to address her as princess, She lived with 
the prince happily, first in the Rue Spontini, 


r and later on in the Rue Pergolesé, in a lovely 


little palazzo, to which the prince gave the 
‘name of Villa Constance, and where they 
entertained King Ferdinand and’many other 
relatives of Prince Leopold visiting Paris.

The prince died suddenly some years ago 
while on a visit to Vienna without his wife, 
without making any testamentary provision 
for his widow and only son, Francis, being 
convinced that no one would venture to con- 
test her marital] rights to his large fortune. 
In this he was mistaken. For the last breath 
had scarcely left his bedy when his effects 
were seized In behalf of his sister-in-law. 
Princess Clementine, and. his nephews, 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria and Prince 
Philip of Coburg, son-in-law of King Leo- 
pold. The validity of the marriage was con- 
tested, and it was only with extreme difficulty 
that the widow was able to:compel the-family 
to make a small provision for her son. The 
family expressly stipulated that the an- 
nuity should be made in faivor of the son, and 
not of the widow, whose claims to their 
consideration they declined to admit. al- 
though she had in her possession quantities 
of letters addessed to her during the lifetime 
of her husband, couched in familiar and 
effectionate terms, 
Clementine, by Queen Victoria, and by mem- 
bers of the reigning families of Belgium, 
Portugal, Brazil, and Saxe-Coburge. The 
only offer which they made to her was one of 
$10,000 down if she would leave Vienna and 
abstain from all further attempts to secure 
by legal process her husband’s fortune,

The last years of poor Constance were 
passed in relatively straitened circum- 


stances in Paris, for she had rio idea of the 
f/value of money, and was unable to realize 
that she could no longer be as munificent in 
her charities and in her gifts as in days of 
yore. Indeed, had it not been: for the gen- 
erosity of her actress sister-in-law, Countess 
Edla, the American widow of King Ferdi- 
nand of Portugal, she would have literally 
starved. She died suddenly at Dieppe, and 
her funeral in Paris was attended by a num- 
ber of prominent people, including Prince 
Hohenlohe, then German ambassador in 
Paris; the late duke of Vallombrosa, father 
of the ill fated Marquis de Mores, and by 
Alexander Dumas, the younger. Her son 
continues to receive an annuity from his 
father’s relatives at Vienna, conditional on 
his refraining from assuming the title of 
“Prince Francis of Saxe-Coburg,”’ which 
he could bear with every legal right in the 
event of an American bride rendering him 
financially independent of Princess Clemen- 


tine and of his cousins.

Frank Daniels is in town again. . He ar- 
rived at the Illinois last evening and there 
was present to welcome him a,company of 
his friends, personal, professional, and gen- 
eral, stifficient to fill the theater to its last 
available space and send many persons away 
unsatisfied. 

That he proved a jolly host all who spent 
the evening with him will testify. Good 
natured fun was abundant, and laughter 
and pleasure were the rule. The year since 
last Daniels was here has made no per- 
ceptible change in him. Heisjust ashe tong 
has been. He takes you into his confidence 
when hestarts out to be funny, just as he ever 
has done; he rolls his eyes just as marvel- 
ously and inimitably as of yore; he wears ill 
fitting garments and looks just as uncom- 
fortable in them; turns that unmistakable 
back of his, and stalks up the stage, sings 
his topical songs, and wrangles with the 
orchestra conductor about them, dances as 
gingerly and says nonsensical things as 
tellingly as he has for many a season. Yes, 
and he makes a speech after the second act. 
And it is just as weird and amusing a jumble 
of extravagant polysyllabic words as all tts 
predecessors have been. And everybody 
who likes him and his work finds hearing 
him and watching him a source of satisfy- 
ing entertainment and good, harmless 
amusement, 

If there be those who do not like him, they 
were conspicuously absent last night. It 
was an evening of goodwill and mutual 
kindliness on both sides of the footlights.

Mr. Daniels appears in the musical farce, 
*‘ Sergeant Brue,”’ written by Owen Hall, and 
supplied with music by Liga Lehmann—and 
others. His role is that of a London “Bobby” 
—the best informed, the best mannered. the 
best obeyed policeman any city or country 
boasts, The London officer may not be so 
dictatorial and overbearing as Is his conti- 
nental fellow, and he may not be so com- 
panionable as are certain specimens of our 
own “ finest,”” but when it comes to knowing 
ali the essentials of his work and keeping 
them constantly, graciously, and yet unob- 
trusively at thé service of the public he really 
serves, he is unmatched... Were London bar- 
ren of all other attractive and meritorious 
features, its policemen alone would make a 
visit there profitable and enjoyable: That 
this most perfect of his kind should find a 
place among the figures on the stage is but 
fitting and just. 

Mr. Hall, who wrote “ Sergeant Brue,”’ has 
fallen far short of doing justice to the count- 
less excellencies of this fine representative 
of law and order. No farce could suffice—a 
whole cycle of dramas would be needed. But 
it is eagy to understand how the presence in 
a farce of even such a lightly sketched char- 
acter of the “ bobby "’ as Mr. Hall has sup- 
plied, would mean popularity in England. 

* Sergeant Brue ’”’’ was a success in London 
and the high esteem in which the metropoli 
tan police are held there, doubtless was re- 
sponsible in larBe measure for that success. 
Here In America, the farce is judged solely 
on its value as an entertainment. And it 
must be said that were it not for the presence 
of Mr. Daniels in the cast, judgment would 
not be particularly favorable. Fortunately 
Mr: Daniels is there, and hisfun making and 
his singing make the performance enjoyable. 
But he has poorer material than he had last 
season in ** The Office Boy.’’ 


> 
The first act starts well. There is a story 
outlined which promises to amount to some- 
thing. Sergeant Brue—a good natured, bu not 
especially courageous policeman, aged 43— 
receives word that his brother, dying in South 
Africa. has left him a fortune on conditior 
that he remain on the police force and in due 
time rise to the rank of inspector. His endeav- 
ors to accomplish, by the aid of a friendly 
crook, the mighty act of bravery which shall 
result in his promotion, forms the material 
of the farce. Unfortunately the librettist has 
let his inventiom lag after the first act and 
what might have been a clever farce becomes 
a common place musical comedy book. Mr. 
Daniels has introduced an abundance of stage 
business and verbal nonsense designed to 
create laughter. and hein no instance falls to 
accomplish his purpose. He has four songs to 
sing, of which ‘** Water’ and ‘‘ Never Be 
Born of Friday "’ are the pronounced hits. 
The music of the entertainment has been 
supplied chiefly by .American writers. Misa 
Lehmann, whose songs and “ Persian Gar- 
den ”’ cycle have won her deservedly a place 
in the esteem of music lovers in both this 
country and England, wrote the original 
score for “ Sergeant Brue.”” But many leaves 
must have fallen overboard when the farce 


was imported. The little of her music tha: 


was heard last evening cannot be said to 
have caused any keen regret that the larger 
portion went astray. Musical comedy ts not 
in her line of best work. That she has studied 
the Sullivan scores carefully is evident, but 
imitation Sullivan is scarcely to the taste of

More than a quarter of a century ago our 
statesmen responded to the “ free breakfast 
table” uproar by abolishing the duty on 
coffee, whereupon Brazil, sadly in need of 
revenue, proclaimed an export duty exactly 
equivalent to the tariff we had relinquished. 
The result of this was to maigtain the price 
of coffee for our consumers, with the differ- 
ence that the proceeds of the tax were trans- 
ferred from our treasury to that of Rio de 
Janeiro. It was a perfectly logical result, of 
course, and just what we might have ex- 
pected, but it seems to haye irritated the 
statesmen who contrived ft. 

Now the president wants Mr. Penfield to 
persuade Brazil that she ought to take off 
the export duty referred to—in other words, 
deplete hér own revenues for the benefit of 
a foreign country. There also ts the Brazil- 
ian tariff on flour and other American prod- 
uce, which our government regards as * dis- 
criminatory.” and which Mr. Penfield is to 
endeavor to amebiorate. 

The president is reported as calm but de- 
termined. He will do nothing until his spe- 
cial ambassador concludes the investigation 
and-sebinits a report. Then and not until 

then will he decide whether to “ change the 
policy of patient waiting with some of the 
southern republics to one of active retalia- 
tion.” He personally thinks that these re- 
publics, especially Brazil, are trying to play 
horse with the United States, and if Mr. Pen- 
field’s discoveries and representations should 
result in. his becoming “ officially of this 
mind,’ something will be doing sure enough.

Mysterious Feature Seen. 

Surely I am justified in describing this en- 
terprise as mysterious. It is astounding from 
almost any point of view. Primarily, we have 
in Brazil and the rest of the South American 
countries large diplomatic and consular 
establishments provided by law for this pur- 
pose. If the administration cannot get such 
action or assemble such information as it de- 
sires-from legitimate sources, why not adopt 
the obvious and simple expedient of depopu- 
lating the offices and trying a new set of 
men? As a matter of fact the state depart- 
ment is overcrowded with official reports ex- 
plaining the whole situation, and a hundred 
Mr. Penfields could not add to the wisdom 
they contain, Everybody knows that Brazil 
imposed the export coffee tax because we 
took off our tariff on the imported article. 
She needed the money and we made her a 
present of it. 

Nations legislate for their own benefit, not 
for the enrichment of others. So long as we 
had the tariff, Brazil had to let her coffee 
go free. She could not afford to lose the 
trade. But when our statesmen saw fit to In- 
Gulge in a démagogue display and shriek 
“free breakfast table’ as a campaign war 
ery, Brazil shrewdly took advantage of the 
opportunity and annexed the revenue for her- 
self.

The trade in general 
however, was not getting enough of these 
to cause uneasiness. 


September Corn Deal Smolders. 

Last week the bull leaders did not have to 
support the September price at any time, but 
on the other hand had to offer considerable 
corn each morning to satisfy certain cash 
people who appeared in the market for that 
month, The Patten brokers evidently had 
orders not to let the price start up for the 
present. The corn came forward at an av- 
erage of about 500 cars a day. On several 
days the local shipments were between 600,- 
000 bu and 700,000 bu. For the entire week 
the receipts as posted officially at about 3,- 


000,000 bu ‘exceeded the’ ‘shipments by less. 


than 500,000 bu. 

Much of the corn coming forward is either 
already placed in the east or is run into pri- 
vate houses to make réady for September 
deliveries later. No one except those actu- 
ally in the deal can even guess whether the 
corn will be produced to fill all September 
short sales or not. If not, the last week of 
the month will witness the squeeze of the 
outstanding shorts and the fancy prices 
which the bulls have been predicting. 


Oats and Provisions. 


There was better action in oats prices last 
week than'for some.time. It was all in the 
way of improvement in prices. enlarged spec- 
ulative interest, and the forcing of the pro- 
fessional bears to give up their fight for any 
further decline, 

The early days of the week brought erratic 
action to prices of October products, with 
outsiders trying to sell when there was no 
support and the big packers giving support 
when it was necessary to prevent too serious 
a break. Some buying of January products 
is being done on the basis of about 4\4c for 
Hogs and about 40c basis for corn.

LONDON MONEY RATES BOOSTED 


Advance Has Considerable Effect on 
Market—Comes Sooner than 
Expected.

LONDON, Sept. 10.—The advance of the 
bank rate to 3 per cent is the event of the 
financial week which attracted the most 
attention and exerted the most influ- 
ence. It has been expected the rate would 
go up, but nobody seemed to have thought the 
rise would come so soon. As to its expedi- 

ency no one seems to entertain a doubt. 

The bank’s reserve is $15,000,000 less than 
last year, and the stock of coln and bullion 
about $10,000,000 less. The proportion of the 
reserve to the HMabilities ‘s down to 45 per 
cent, as compared with 57%, when the rate 
was3 per cent. 

Investment and speculation on the stock 
exchange are growing more active. Many 
writers profess to ¢xpect a steady expansion 
of business, both at home and abroad. Nat- 
urally the London market Is affected by the 
setback in both New York and Paris and 
the rioting in Tokio, as well as the big rise 
in the value of money. To the events in the 
Japanese capital is partially ascribed the 
selling of Japanese stocks on American ac- 
count in London during the week, though 
as a matter of fact American selling is by no 
means confined to Japanese issues, but is ex- 
tended to American securities. 

Copper fluctuations and even sharp breaks 
in the stock market gre looked for in the 
near future, but the balance of the move- 
ment is believed to be upward. The home rail« 
way market has been cheerful, In American 
rails London has been throtghout the week 
more optimistic than New York. The fol- 
lowing from the Statist is an example of the 
prophecies made by financial writers:
